Vancouver, June L—A. E. Johnson, 
the first man to visit the Ingenlea gold 
fields In northern British Columbia, 
returned to Vancouver this morning.

Years ago he be- 
camo the timber agent of the North- 
exn Pacific and the Groat Northern 
railroads, and has been closely associ¬ 
ated with Jas. J. HH1 and other promi¬ 
nent railway and financial men of Dis¬ 
united States. His Ideas of the vast 
value of timber reservations were 
gained prior to his departure from 
Germany, where the preservation of 
forests long ago became an art.

A*f evea a urob s M d eeo t loa of Do min g 
Ion Lands In Manitoba or the Northwest 1 
Provinces, excepting 8 and 26. not reserv¬ 
ed, may be homesteaded by any person 
the sole head of a family, or male over 18 
years of age. to the extent of one-quarter 
section, of 160 acres, more or less. 

Application for homestead entry mug 
be made tn person by the applicant at the 
office of the local Agent or Sub-Agent. 
Entry by proxy may. however, be made 
on uertaln condition* by the father, 
mother, son. daughter, brother or sister 
of an intending homesteader. 

An application for entry or inapectioa 
made personally at any Sub-Agent's outce 
may be wired to the local agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli¬ 
cant, and If the land applied for ia vacant 
on receipt of the telegram such applica¬ 
tion Is to have priority and the land will 
be held until the necessary papers to com¬ 
plete the transaction aro received by mail. 

In case of "personation" the entry will 
be summarily cancelled and the applicant 
will forfeit all priority of claim. 

An application for inspection must be 
made In person. The applicant must bo 
eligible for homestead entry, and only one 
application for Inspection will be received 
from an Ir.dlvldual until that application 
has been diapoaed of. 

A homesteader whose entry is In good 
standing and not liable to cancellation, 
may, subject to approval of Department, 
relinquish It in favor of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. If eligi¬ 
ble, but to no one else, on filing declara¬ 
tion of abandonment. 

Where an entry is summarily cancelled, 
or voluntarily abandoned, subsequent to 
institution of cancellation proceedings, 
the applicant for inspection will be en¬ 
titled to prior right of; entry.
